No factor in the China trade seams to hold 
its own better than “the great middleman 

» bequeathed to us by the commorcial pionesrs. 
He has attached himsel€ to. the mercantile 
as the Shupan has to tho official -service, | 
and though often denounced, and not infre- 

_ quently attacked, ho has set — proved 
himself indispensable. Tha.2 per cent. of 
legitimate commission which the comprador 
has bean ‘in the habit of intercepting be- 

| tween ‘his’ foreign employer and his native 
.-fonstituents has been felt to be puch an 
intolerable burden. on trado ‘that, at ono 
time thera was a general cry raised fur 
the abdfitign of the eomprador altogather. 
It was thought thatthe chief barrier.to his 
extinction. was the ignorance of foreign 
merchants, which on its own merits was 
diserdditable to them, and whivh was oredit- 
ed with being the chief if not the -sole rea- 
son for the employment of a native manager, 
Under ‘the ‘impulse of this feeling a ‘deter- 

- mination. to study Chinesé becamo popular 
for a time. Several Englishmen, and a 
great wany Germans de well as French, 
acquired tha language;:and with 'good 

' "practical results in several instances which 
+ could be mentioned, ‘The large houses also 
began a systom of student interpreters on 
the principle of the Consular services ;.and 
tha hig bank even went so far as to offer a pre« 
mium forthe acquisition of Chinese by mem- 
ders of its staff. The success of the student 
sysjam has neyprMowever, been very marked, 
apparently for two reasous. First, the student, 
of Chinese must begin young; and before 
bis general qualities have heen proved,.so that 
after a few years devoted to the language it 
way. be diecovered that the student uns not 
the capacity, to make any practical use of it 
in his employer's business. Secondly, the 


aman who bas learned to speak Chinese is} Gy, 


apt to be kept at sore station where the ac- 
complishment is valuable, at the risk of 
having hie careor spoiled by being deprived 
of the chance of learning general business 
und of pushing his way among his coutem- 
_ Poraries. A koowledge of Chinese may 
therefore be the means of condemning a 
tog man to fossilizution, It was also 
occasionally found that, however valuable 
the mastory of Chinese might bo, it was not 
everything, and that # wan’ might ba good 
at that and good at. ucthing elue. A ‘well 
balanced head, intelligence, a- knowledge of 
. human natore, and especially of the Chinese
